N etherlands passenger ship Simon 
Bolivar and other vessels over the 
week-end. 
Today a British m ine-laying traw­ 
ler, the Mastiff, was added to the 
toll, becoming Britain’s sixth adm it­ 
ted naval loss of the war. 
In reply to Attlee Chamberlain ex ­ 
plained that undpr international law 
if unanchored mines are used they 
should become harmless in one hour, 
the most, after those who laid them 
lost control over them. He said that 
none of these provisions had been 
observed by Germany In laying the 
m ines which Britain considers the 
cause of recent ship losses. 
(Germany has defiled that her 
m ines were responsible for the sink­ 
ing of the Simon Bolivar.) 
After recounting the loss of more 
than ten ships, both British and 
neutral, and many lives lost during 
the last six days. Chamberlain said: 
“I may remind the house that in 
the last war, as a measure of justi­ 
fied reprisals for submarine attacks 
on m erchant ships, the exports of 
German origin or ownership were 
made subject to seizure on the high 
seas. 
Statem ent Cheered 
“Many violations of international 
law and the ruthless brutality of 
Germ an m ethods have decided us 
to follow a similar course now’, and 
an order in council will shortly be 
issued giving effect to this decision.” 
Cheers greeted the statement. 
Tills step means that Britain will 
seek to shut off Germ any’s export 
trade, from which she acquires for­ 
eign exchange, as well as the How of 
imports to Germany. 
At about the same time that Hie 
adm iralty was announcing the loss 
of the minesweeping trawler Mastiff 
the air ministry rejxirted that an 
invading German warplane had bern 
shot down in an engagement with 
royal air force planes over the east 
coast today.

V SENT to London recently for the biography of a writer th a t has just 
* 
been published. For years I had enjoyed the writings of this woman, 
i Her crisp, hum an way of expression had fascinated me and m any of her 
I books found a welcome in my library. 
But when I saw the pictures of her, they were not at all what I 
j imagined. 
She was tall, rath er light in build, and always delicate in 
I health. 
In her face could be seen the signs oi many a struggle, m any a 


I contest in which she had come out victorious. 
Reading in the book I 
came across a possible clue to this. 
W hen this writer was a little girl 
ber father took her oui to walk and they came to a brook with a tree 
across. She said she was afraid, but her father said: “You must always 
do w hat you are afraid to do.” 
And so she kept as a life maxim, this: 
“Do w hat you fear to do!” 
People do not write all about themselves when they write the story 
of their lives, but if you will get the picture of them, taken at various 
stages of their lives, you will get a very accurate story. It’s all there! 
Each year we put a new chapter to the story of our life upon the 
planes of our face 
And there are no revisions. How much there is in a 
face—any face! 
Some faces are difficult, however, to translate. 
They present a la n ­ 
guage all their own. So that it is not well to misjudge any face too soon. 
Study it. 
Often its beauty is mobile, until the sunlight touches it, or 
until you see some kind of act reflected from it like a golden shadow. 
Before me is the lust portrait of A braham Lincoln, taken five days 
before his assassination. It is not the face of a happy man, but. a kindly 
one. G reatness and beauty are w ritten all over it. There is a wealth of 
warm th and gentleness about the eyes and mouth, and yet it is the 
face of one who suffered and bore the burdens of others with courage and 
without complaint. 
The beginning and ending of all cleated things is vastly different. 
The face we own is no exception. At least we can keep it our own!

Philadelphia, Nov. 21 <AP)—Rob­ 
ert von Moschzisker, chief justice of 
Pennsylvania from 1921 to 1930, died 
in Pennsylvania hospital at 2:35 
a. rn. today. He was 69. 
The 
form er chief justice, 
who 
served on the state Suprem e court 
nearly 21 years, had been critically 
ill since he entered the hospital last 
m onth with a bladder ailm ent. 
He 
underwent a third operation Sunday. 
Members of his family were at the 
death bed. These included his wife, 
the form er Anne MaeBcth, of P itts­ 
burgh, and a son, Michael. 
Two 
daughters, H ate and Bertha, also 
survive. 
A 
native 
of 
Philadelphia, 
von 
Moschzisker was the son of a Polish- 
born physician and an American 
mother, 
His father was taken pris­ 
oner while serving in the A ustrian 
army during the political uprising of 
1848. 
He escaped lo England aud 
became a professor In K ing’s college, 
London. Later he came to the United 
States to practice medicine, 
In his years on the stale’s big]test 
court, von Moschv.isker wrote 1,370 
opinions. When he retired nine years 
ago lie said: 
"I have tried not to let lite law 
stand still, 
I have tried to keep It 
apace with the times.” 
Orphaned ut 13. von Mosclizisker 
got a job as office boy in a Philadel­ 
phia law firm at $3 a week. 
There 
he began a diligent study. 
He studied typewriting at night 
anti earned extra money recording 
testimony in hearings. 
As another 
sideline he wrote sports stories for 
the old Philadelphia Press. 
Meanwhile, he continued to study 
law and worked so hard th at he 
weakened Ills eyes so th at he could 
study at night only if friends read 
to him. 
Admitted to the bar in 1896. he 
practiced for six years with the firm j 
of the late Edward Shippen and then 
was appointed third assistant district j 
attorney for Philadelphia county. 
In 1903 he became a common pleas j 
court judge,. None of his rulings in 
crim inal law ever was reversed by a 
higher court. 
Six years later he ran for the Su- j 
preme 
court 
on 
the 
republican j 
ticket and was elected. His opinions j 
attracted such wide attention that j 
on several occasions he was men- I 
tioned for the United States suprem e 
court. 
Von Moschzisker resigned 
from 
die bench November 24, 1930, only j 
about five weeks before he would 
have completed his 21-year term . He 
returned 
immediately 
to 
private 
practice 
In 1934 he became counsel for the 
Philadelphia board of education and 
more recently for the Philadelphia 
housing authority. 
Although von Moschzisker’s formal 
education was cut short by early 
hardship he held honorary degrees 
from at least five colleges and was 
a lecturer at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania law school.

Speaking of the Czech student re­ 
volt— 
A bit over a year ago. just be­ 
fore Hitler’s triumph at Munich, I 
sat in the great sports palace in 
Berlin and heard the naxi chieftain 
deliver his ultimatum to Czecho­ 
slovakia for the return of German 
Sudetcnland—an 
ultimatum 
em­ 
phasized by the rumble of gxm-car- 
riages and the beat of inarching 
feet. 
But while lie demanded that the 
Germans and their lands be given 
back to the reich, lie emphatically 
laid it down as a policy that "we 
do not wish at all to have other 
nationalities among us.” 
Pursuant 
to that declaration, he added for tile 
special benefit of British Premier 
Chamberlain, leading Anglo-French 
representative, this ‘guarantee": 
“We do not want any Czechs." 
I never shall forget the way Hit­ 
ler said that. 
It was well along 
in this lengthy war-oration in which 
he was worked himself and his 
audience of 12,000 up to the highest 
pitch of emotion. 
Extended Racial Victory 
'Hic words came tumbling out in 
a gutteral torrent of such bitter­ 
ness that you fairly could see him 
refusing to accept the entire Czech 
rare as a gift on a golden platter. 
Well, he got his Germans back, I 
and left alone tile Czechs as a whole. 
I was with him when he scaled the 
pact and his “guarantee” to Cham­ 
berlain by entry into Sudetenland 
over flower-strewn roads. 
Less than six 
months later—in 
March of this year—Herr Hitler 
tossed over his shoulder his cardinal 
racial policy. He cracked up the rest I 
of Czechoslovakia and baged Mor­ 
avia and Bohemia with their great 
Czech population. 
Lie took enough 
time to get his breath and then 


annexed a big Polish population. 
Now lie has on his Hands the so­ 
called student upheaval iii Prague. 
A dozen Czech youths have faced 
German firing squads and martial 
law? has been clamped on the coun­ 
try, 1,200 students are in concentra­ 
tion camps, and eight Czech uni­ 
versities and academies have been 
clased by the nazis. 
The importance of this revolt 
doesn’t lie in any immediate danger 
to nazidom, for they appear to have 
the thing in hand. 
In itself it 
doesn’t presage any general trouble 
of this soil in Germany proper. 
It seems, however, to show a 
weakness in 
the 
nazi 
structure. 
There is a similar situation in Po­ 
land, where a host of liberty-loving 
people are being kept in hand by 
force. 
It means that here at least are two 
racial minorities who are only welt­ 
ing for a chance to break loose. 
It 
means that 
iou Id the Anglo-French 
allies succeed in their efforts to start 
trouble in Germany, the Czechs and 
the Poles would be tike lirst to join 
the revolt. 
It means that there is 
a constant ferment of discontent and 
hatred which might possibly affect 
other parts of Germany in time. 
There must be a constant proces­ 
sion of force to keep these unhappy 
peoples under control. 
And always 
there is the dead certainty that they 
will take advantage of any great 
nazi crisis to try to regain their lib­ 
erty, thereby rendering the crisis 
doubly grave. 
Hitter could have dope few things 
calculated to cause tile reieh more 
internal trouble than the abandon­ 
ment of his policy of restricting his 
acquisitions to the German race 
Phu'ope is full of minority problems 
which are a constant source of 
trouble and danger.
